The school board of Nelson herewith present their annual 
report. 


SCHOOL NO. I. 


This school was taught the entire year by Miss Bertha E. 
Gould of Marlboro. The work done was satisfactory. The 
pupils seemed to understand their lessons and made good pro- 
gress. We wish to mention particularly the fine recitations in 
history. 

SCHOOL NO. 2. 

Both terms were taught by Miss Effie J. Bates of Gilsum. 
Miss Bates is a teacher of experience and one who labors faith- 
fully for the advancement of her pupils. Her methods are in- 
teresting. We consider the school year a very successful one. 


SCHOOL NO. 3.
